WATERVILLK, July 0. The Third Dis- 


trict convention is now a thing of the 
past. The cailvass for the nomination 
this year will long be remembered as one 
nf the most stubbornly contested in the 
history of the State. 


It is nearly two years since Oqv. Bur- 


leigh announced his candidacy and in the 
time intervening every incliof the district 
has been thoroughly canvassed. 
The 


scene of the battle was transferred to this 
city Tuesday and there was not much 
sleeping done at the Elmwood that night. 
All four of the candidates had headquar- 
ters at this house and the political manag- 
ers were very busy. Wednesday morning 
the city looked as though a State, instead 
of a district convention, was to be the 
order of the day.

Prominent Republican. 


from all over the State were iij attenc- 
aui-e to see the contest settled and seats in 
the convention hall were at a premium. 


Thc hour fixed in the call for the cor_ 


vention was 11 o'clock, but bwing t> 
what seemed to be an inexcusable delay 
the 
delegates were 
kept waiting in 


the hall until nearljj 1 o'clock before the 
proceedings opened. 
This delay 
was 


occasioned by the contested delegations, 
but while the committee was in session 
the presentation speeches might have been 
inude so that the convention would have 
been ready to vote as soon as the report 
on credentials was accepted. 


The best speeches of the day were made 


by Howard Owen, Esq., who presented 
the name of Mr. Manley; Dr. Grindle, 
who presented the name of Mr. Wiswell, 
and Prof. Smith, who presented the name 
of Mr. Milliken. The other speakers, or 
at least a portion of them, manifested 
some considerable bitterness in. their re- 
marks and at times there.was a disposi- 
tion to his^ them down.
